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OP  unity  hurt 
ERA  issue 


DETROIT  (AP)  —  The  Republican  party’s  fervent 
quest  for  convention  unity  was  seriously  impaired 
Monday  by  growing  disagreement  over  whether  the 
GOP  should  maintain  its  40-year  support  for  the 
Equal  Rights  Amendment  for  women. 

Michigan  Gov.  William  G.  Milliken  told  the 
party’s  platform  committee  that  failure  to  support 
the  ERA  now  “would  be  a  clear  statement  to  people 
across  this  country  that  we  are  retreating  from  our 
traditional  support  of  equality  for  women.” 

Ronald  Reagan,  who  is  certain  to  be  nominated  as 
the  party’s  presidential  candidate  at  the  full  conven¬ 
tion  next  week,  opposes  the  amendment,  even  though 
it  has  been  endorsed  by  Republican  platforms  dating 
back  to  1940.  Reagan  aides  say  he  would  probably  ac¬ 
cept  a  pro-ERA  plank  in  the  platform  if  that  is  the 
convention’s  wish. 

Milliken  said  the  party  could  lose  large  numbers  of 
votes  if  it  fails  to  specifically  endorse  the  amendment 


in  its  1980  platform,  as  it  did  in  1976.  ' 

“If  we  repudiate  our  1976  position,  then  we  will  be 
repudiated  by  a  large  segment  of  America’s  popula¬ 
tion  —  and  deservedly  so,”  he  said  in  his  welcoming 
address  to  the  platform  committee.  A  group  of  three 
prominent  Republican  women,  including  a  former 
GOP  national  chairman,  made  much  the  same  point 
in  a  separate  news  conference. 

Milliken’s  remarks  were  greeted  with  frequent  loud 
applause,  and  a  few  boos,  from  the  audience  at  Cobo 
Hall,  but  the  106  committee  members  did  not  ap¬ 
plaud  until  he  had  finished;  even  then  many 
remained  silent. 

Sen.  Jesse  Helms,  a  leader  of  anti-ERA  forces  here, 
told  reporters  there  are  enough  votes  for  an  anti-ERA 
plank,  but  that  he  would  prefer  it  not  be  mentioned 
at  all. 

“It’s  silly;  that’s  a  state  issue,  not  a  federal  issue,” 
Helms  said. 


Helms  said  if  the  majority  insists  on  some  mention 
of  ERA,  he  would  agree  to  a  plank  that  endorses 
equal  rights  for  women  while  stipulating  that  it  is  an 
issue  for  the  states  to  decide. 

The  GOP  platform  committee  is  drafting  the 
party’s  1980  platform  this  week  for  presentation  to 
the  full  convention  next  week.  Except  for  Monday’s 
opening  session,  most  of  the  remaining  deliberations 
will  be  secret. 

Party  officials  want  to  avoid  open  disagreements 
that  would  threaten  the  image  of  a  unified 
Republican  party  to  rally  behind  Reagan  in  the  fall 
campaign. 

“If  we  are  going  to  have  any  vitriol  or  harsh  feel¬ 
ings,  why  not  do  it  behind  closed  doors?,”  said  Sen. 
John  Tower,  R-Texas,  the  committee  chairman. 
When  Reagan  trailed  Gerald  Ford  in  the  race  for  the 
1976  nomination,  his  forces  argued  for  open  commit¬ 
tee  meetings  at  the  convention.

BANGKOK,  Thailand  (AP)  — 
Three  major  relief  agencies,  “fed  up” 
with  being  used  as  food  suppliers  for  a 
guerrilla  war,  will  cut  off  all  food  aid  to 
areas  of  the  embattled  Thai- 
Cambodian  border  controlled  by  in¬ 
surgents  loyal  to  ousted  Cambodian 
Premier  Pol  Pot,  reliable  sources  said 
Monday. 

Documents  made  available  to  The 
Associated  Press  showed  that  the  In¬ 
ternational  Committee  of  the  Red 
Cross  (ICRC),  the  U.N.  Children’s 
Fund  (UNICEF)  and  the  U.N.  World 
Food  Program  (WFP)  would  halt  the 
food  flow  by  July  21  because  much  of  it 
was  believed  going  to  Pol  Pot’s 
guerrillas. 

The  Pol  Pot  forces  are  fighting  Viet¬ 
namese  troops  and  soldiers  of  the 
Hanoi-backed  Cambodian  govern¬ 
ment. 

It  also  was  learned  that  the  three 
agencies  hope  to  phase  their  programs 
out  of  the  entire  border  relief  opera¬ 
tion,  handing  over  the  task  of  caring 
for  some  200,000  people  to  private 
voluntary  groups. 

For  now,  the  ICRC  and  UNICEF  will 
continue  food  distrubution  to  dis¬ 
placed  Cambodians  in  border  areas 


outside  Pol  Pot  territory,  provided 
there  is  a  clear  separation  between 
civilians  and  “armed  groups.” 

In  the  region  north  of  the  Thai  bor¬ 
der  town  of  Aranyaprathet,  anti¬ 
communist  “Free  Khmer”  groups  con¬ 
trol  large  Concentrations  of  Cambo¬ 
dians.  Relief  officials  have  had  easier 
access  to  needy  civilians  in  these  en¬ 
campments  than  to  the  Pol  Pot  areas. 

Sources  in  the  agencies  said  they 
were  “fed  up”  because  the  Pol  Pot 
forces  were  clearly  receiving  food  sup¬ 
plies,  in  violation  of  the  agencies’  basic 
principles,  that  would  increase  their 
fighting  ability.

TOKYO  (AP)  —  President  Carter 
and  Chinese  Premier  Hua  Guofeng  will 
add  a  new  link  to  the  growing  bond 
'  between  the  United  States  and  China 
when  they  meet  here  for  the  first  time 
Thursday,  following  memorial  services 
for  Japan’s  late  prime  minister. 

Carter  and  Hua  are  among  represen¬ 
tatives  from  107  countries  gathering  in 
Tokyo  to'  attend  rites  for  Masayoshi 
Ohira  and  engage  in  some  “black  coat 
diplomacy.” 

The  70-year-old  Ohira  died  June  12 
of  a  heart  attack.  His  memorial  service  , 
was  delayed  until  after  national  elec¬ 
tions  were  held  on  June  22. 

Carter’s  event-packed  21-hour  visit, 
including  a  call  on  79-year-old  Em¬ 
peror  Hirohito  and  another  on  Ohira’s 
widow,  leaves  little  time  for  official 
business.  But  he  has  scheduled  a 
meeting  with  Acting  Prime  Minister 
Masayoshi  Ito  on  Wednesday  evening 
and  a  one-hour  conference  with  Hua 
the  next  morning  before  flying  home. 

Agendas  for  the  meetings  are  not  set. 
However,  some  observers  speculate 
that  Carter  will  raise  with  Ito  the 
touchy  question  of  Japan’s  deluge  of 
automobile  exports  to  the  United 
States.  Underscoring  this  is  the  fact 
that  Carter  will  stop  briefly  in  Detroit 
en  route  to  Tokyo. 


The  meeting  with  Hua  is  seen  by 
political  observers  as  an  intended  show 
of  solidarity  with  China  and  Japan  in 
the  face  of  the  Soviet  Union’s  military 
intervention  in  Afghanistan  and  its  in¬ 
creased  military  presence  in  the 
western  Pacific  in  recent  months.

BEOG  grants 
may  be  cut 

Each  1980-81  Basic  Educational  Op¬ 
portunity  Grant  will  be  reduced  by  $50 
if  President  Garter  signs  a  bill  Con¬ 
gress  passed  Wednesday. 

According  to  Marisa  Broka,  mem¬ 
bership  secretary  for  the  National 
Association  of  Student  Financial  Aid 
Administrators,  BYU  students  receiv¬ 
ing  grants  will  be  affected  by  this  deci¬ 
sion. 

Ford  Stevenson,  BYU’s  director  of 
Financial  Aids,  said  administrative 
budget  cuts  forced  the  Department  of 
Education  to  reduce  its  1980-81  BEOG 
budget  by  $140  million.  /  j| 

“There  were  two  opposing 
philosophies  for  how  the  reductions 
should  be  applied,”  Stevenson  said. 

“Some  congressmen  favored  pro¬ 
rated  reductions  in  which  students 
with  higher  incomes  would  have  their 
grants  reduced  by  a  greater  percentage 
than  would  students  with  lower  in¬ 
comes,”  Stevenson  said. 

The  program  likely  to  be  instituted, 
however,  cuts  $50  from  each  individual 
grant  regardless  of  the  size  of  the  grant. 

Increasing  educational  costs  for- 
BYU  students  will  probably  bring 
larger  grants  and  thereby  offset  the 
cuts,  Stevenson  said.

Carter  to  visit  auto  capital 

DETROIT  —  Republicans  took  a  partisan 
break  from  their  internal  deliberations  Monday  to 
accuse  President  Carter  of  playing  “squalid 
politics”  in  scheduling  a  55-minute  visit  to  the  na¬ 
tion’s  suffering  auto  capital,  site  of  the  1980  GOP 
national  convention. 

Carter  is  arriving  early  Tuesday  to  Confer  with 
"auto  industry  officials  about  federal  proposals  to 
aid  U.S.  car  makers.  The  Republicans  say  the  in¬ 
dustry’s  steep  recession  symbolizes  Carter’s 
economic  failures. 

Carter’s  stopover  is  en  route  to  Tokyo.  U.S.  auto 
officials  believe  that  the  successes  of  Japanese 
auto  manufacturers  are  one  cause  of  the  current 
downturn  in  domestic  car  sales.  The  sales 
downturn  has  forced  the  layoff  of  tens  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  Detroiters  in  recent  months;  30  percent  of 
the  industry  workforce  is  off  the  job.

SPRINGVILLE,  Utah  —  A  decomposed  body 
found  in  a  Cedar  City  root  cellar  July  3  is  believed 
fo  be  the  remains  of  an  18-year-old  Springville 
Woman,  authorities  said  Monday. 

Betty  Ady,  the  mother  of  Phyllis  Ady,  said  she 
identified  a  ring,  a  pin  containing  the  initial  “P” 
and  some  clothing  found  with  the  remains.  Mrs. 
Ady  said  they  belonged  to  her  daughter. 

Miss  Ady  has  been  missing  since  November 
1978.  She  was  staying  with  an  uncle  in  Cedar  City 
at  the  time  she  disappeared,  said  her 
grandmother,  Mrs.  Leo  Westman. 

Monique  Ryser,  state  medical  examiner,  said 
her  office  had  not  completed  an  examination  of 
the  body  . and  could  not  positively  identify  the 
remains  or  pinpoint  the  reason  for  the  death. 

However,  Mrs.  Westman  said  authorities  told 
the  family  they  were  “reasonably  sure”  the  body 
was  that  of  the  Ady  girl.

Hostages  may  still  face  trial 

TEHRAN,  Iran  —  The  53  American  hostages  in 
Iran  must  face  a  Nuremberg-like  trial  as  “a  bunch 
of  spies,”  a  leading  member  of  the  new  Iranian 
Parliament  was  quoted  as  saying  Monday. 

In  another  development,  the  Soviet  Union  said 
it  has  information  that  an  attempt  might  be  made 
to  seize  the  Soviet  Embassy  in  Tehran  and 
demanded  Iranian  authorities  take  “all  ap¬ 
propriate  measures”  to  prevent  such  an  assault. 

The  Soviet  news  agency  Tass,  in  an  urgent  dis¬ 
patch  from  Tehran,  said  the  Soviet  Embassy’s 
press  attache  had  delivered  a  note  to  Iran’s  official 
news  media  warning  that  “elements  hostile  to  the 
Soviet  Union  intend  to  carry  out  provocative  ac¬ 
tions  against  the  U.S.S.R.  Embassy  ...  up  to  its 
seizure.” 

Tass  said  the  note  advised  Iranian  authorities  of 
“the  dangerous  character  of  such  actions  and  de¬ 
mands  that  they  take  all  appropriate  measures  ex¬ 
cluding  such  an  eventuality.” 


Banks,  merchants  restrict 
credit  card  usage  in  Utah

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Utah  banks  are  mak¬ 
ing  credit  cards  more 
difficult  to  obtain  and 
more  expensive  to  keep 
because  of  President 
Carter’s  economic 
policies  and  the  present 
recession. 

All  local  banks  con¬ 
tacted  by  the  Universe 
plan  on  charging  an  an¬ 
nual  fee  for  credit  card 
use.  According  to  a  local 
bank  official,  the  fee  was 
initiated  to  offset  the 
losses  which  have  recen¬ 
tly  made  credit  cards  an 
unprofitable  proposi¬ 
tion.  Banks  offering 
VISA  or  MasterCard 
lost  a  total  of  $70  million 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of 
1979. 

This  loss  was  caused 
in  part  by  inflation  and 
by  a  rise  in  interest  rates 
to  lending  institutions. 
In  most  states,  banks  are 
limited  to  an  annual 
percentage  rate  of  18 
percent.  In  the  first 
quarter  of  1980,  interest 
rates  hit  the  20  percent 
level,  making  it  difficult 
for  banks  to  make  a 
profit  op  credit  card 
lending. 

If  this  “no-profit” 
situation  continues, 
banks  have  a  number  of 
alternatives  to  make 
credit  card  lending 
profitable.  One  local 
bank  representative 
said,  “If  there  was  a 


large  rise  in  interest 
rates  in  general,  then 
there  would  be  the 
possibility  that  credit 
card  rates  could  also 
rise.”  Banks  also  have 
the  option  of  eliminating 
the  current  “grace 
period”  during  which  no 
interest  is  charged. 

The  recession  has  not 
Only  made  the  annual 
fee  a  necessity,  but  those 
without  cards  will  find 
them  even  harder  to  ob¬ 
tain.  According  to  Lynn 
Barney,  manager  of 
Commercial  Security 
Bank,,  his  bank  will  be 
more  selective  in 
granting  credit  of  any 
type. 

“We  will  be  looking 
much  more  carefully  at 
the  credit  and  repay¬ 
ment  positions  of  our 
customers,”  he  said. 

Some  local  merchants 
are  altering  the  use  con¬ 
ditions  of  bank  cards 
due  to  the  present 
economic  climate. 

LaBelle’s  Distributing 
Inc.  has  recently  decided 
to  stop  accepting  VISA 
and  MasterCard.  Mar¬ 
tin  Kresge,  regional  ad¬ 
vertising  manager,  said, 
“Bank  cards  are  an  ex¬ 
pense  that  we  feel  could 
be  eliminated  in  the 
Utah  area  to  help  keep 
prices  down.” 

Kresge  said  there  is  a 
precedent  in  the  catalog 
showroom  industry  to 
not  accept  credit  cards. 


The  nation’s  two  largest 
showrooms  have  never 
accepted  them,  he  said. 

Although  there  seems 
to  be  less  use  of  bank 
cards  at  ZCMI,  the  store 
has  no  immediate  plans 
to  eliminate  their  use. 
“There  seems  to  be  a 
trend  away  from  using 
bank  cards,  and  toward 
the  use  of  individual 
store  cards,”  J.  Earl 
Russell,  ZCMI  credit 
manager,  said.  “We  feel 
this  is  due  to  the  annual 
fee  that  is  being  charged 
by  the  banks.” 

There  is,  however,  one 
bright  spot  in  the  credit 
card  picture  for  college 
graduates,  according  to 
Nancy  Muller, 
American  Express  Card 
director  of  public  rela¬ 
tions.  She  said  a 
graduating  senior,  with 
the  promise  of  a  $10,000- 
a-year  job,  can  qualify 
for  an  American  Express 
card. 

However,  due  to  the 
same  economic  condi¬ 
tions  which  have  affec¬ 
ted  other  card  issuers, 
American  Express  has 
aised  its  annual  fee 
rom  $25  to  $35,  she 


Archaeologists  combine  facilities

Allen  Hall,  once  part  of  the  Language  Training 
Mission,  will  be  the  new  home  base  for  archaeological . 
field  work  conducted  by  BYU  inside  and  outside  of 
America. 

Dr.  John  L.  Sorensen,  chairman  of  the 
anthropology  department,  said,  “A  consolidation  has 
been  planned  to  combine  the  archaeological  facilities 
of  all  current  projects. 

“In  past  years  the  projects  have  been  scattered  all 
over  the  BYU  campus,”  said  Sorenson.  “Now  we  will 
be  able  to  cut  costs  by  only  having  to  supply  equip¬ 
ment  for  one  home  base  rather  then  five  or  six.” 

As  archaeological  field  work  is  conducted,  artifacts 
that  are  found  will  be  brought  back  and  prepared  at 
the  hall.  Preparation  includes  cleaning  of  the  items 
which  are  then  marked  and  registered  for  future  use. 

Sorenson  .said  Allen  Hall  will  also  play  a  function 
in  security  and  accountability  for  several  artifact 
collections.  Some  collections  that  will  be  relocated  to 
the  museum  storage  are  the  Paul  Cheesman  Collec¬ 
tion  of  New  World  artifacts,  an  early  South  American 
textile  collection  from  Peru  and  other  collections  that 
are  now  found  in  the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library. 

“In  years  past,”  said  Sorenson, “we’ve  had 
problems  with  the  collections  in  that  they  go  from 
one  place  to  another  without  our  knowing  which  one 
is  where.” 

The '  archaeological  projects  that  will  share  Allen 


Hall  are  now  or  soon  will  be  in  the  field  at  various 
working  sites. 

The  New  World  Archaeological  Foundation  of 
BYU,  created  27  years  ago,  has  been  concentrating 
its  efforts  in  Chipas  and  Campeche,  Mexico.  The 
foundation’s  study'  has  contribtued  to  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  archaeological  research  and  scientific 
knowledge  in  the  world. 

Dr.  Ray  T.  Matheny  is  director  of  two  projects.  The 
first  is  at  El  Mirador,  Mexico  which  is  thought  to  be 
the  largest  Mayan  city  found  to  date.  The  second  site 
is  located  at  Adam-ondi-Ahman  in  Missouri. 
Matheny  and  student  assistants  are  studing  an  early 
Mormon  community  that  was  settled  in  the  early 
1830’s. 

Dr.  Dale  L.  Berge  is  studying  an  early  pioneer  com¬ 
munity,  Goshen  City,  founded  in  1857-1860.  The 
historical  site  is  40  miles  south  of  Provo. 

C.  Wilfred  Griggs  plans  on  leaving  for  Egypt  in 
January  1981.  Students  from  BYU  and  Cal-Berkeley 
will  accompany  him. 

Dr.  John  Lundquist  will  take  students  for  the  first 
time  to  sites  in  Syria  in  the  spring  of  1981.  BYU  and 
Harvard  University  will  be  working  on  this  project 
together.

Economics  cuts  CSU  program

Economic  problems  are  blamed  as  the  primary  fac¬ 
tor  in  the  Colorado  State  University  decision  to  cut 
back  on  intercollegiate  sports. 

CSU  recently  eliminated  the  men’s  swimming, 
men’s  gymnastics  and  women’s  gymnastics 
programs  from  the  athletic  program. 

Before  making  the  decision  on  which  sports  could 
be  eliminated,  officials  at  the  school  considered 
many  different  factors.  They  analyzed  each  sport’s 
budget  reguirements,  scholarship  needs,  recruiting 
problems,  cost  per  participant,  revenue  generated, 
and  many  other  differentials. 

After  these  considerations,  they  decided  which 
sports  they  could  eliminate  most  economically  and 
which  affected  the  fewest  people. 

There  were  approximately  40  to  50  athletes  in¬ 
volved  in  the  eliminated  sports. 


Glen  Tuckett,  BYU  athletic  director,  believes  that 
CSU’s  standing  in  the  WAC  will  be  unchanged  by 
these  actions.  He  said  that  such  a  reduction 
“shouldn’t  hurt  them  because  it  hasn’t  hurt  UTEP.to 
run  on  two  or  three  cylinders.” 

UTEP  doesn’t  carry  a  full  slate  of  athletic 
programs  either. 

BYU  currently  carries  11  men’s  intercollegiate 
sports  to  CSU’s  nine.  CSU  has  10  women’s  sports, 
while  BYU  has  only  eight. 

The  reason  for  this  difference  in  the  totals  of  men’s 
and  women’s  sports'  at  CSU  is  attributed  to  the  fact 
that  the  women’s  athletics  program  receives  state 
aid,  while  the  men’s  do  not. 

CSU  presently  has  no  plans  of  ever  reinstating  the 
eliminated  sports,  even  if  the  university’s  economic 
situation  should  improve.

'Big  bang'  theory  to  be  discussed 

The  “big  bang”  theory  of  the  creation  of  the  un¬ 
iverse  will  be  discussed  in  a  planetarium  lecture 
Thursday  evening  in  the  Summerhays  Planetarium 
by  Dr.  D.H.  McNamara  of  the  BYU  department  of 
physics  and  astronomy. 

Since  ancient  times  men  have  speculated  about 
the  origin  of  the  universe.  According  to  Dr. 
McNamara,  most  observational  evidence  relating  to 
the  nature  of  the  universe  suggests  that  it  began  in  an 
explosive  sort  of  event  some  15  to  20  billion  years  ago. 

This  explosive  origin  is  referred  to  as  the  “big 
bang,”  and  this  month’s  planetarium  lecture  will  be 
a  discussion  of  this  theory  and  the  observational 
evidence  that  supports  it. 

The  lecture  will  be  given  twice,  starting  at  7:30  and 
8:30  p.m.,  in  the  Sarah  B.  Summerhays  Planetarium, 
492  ESC.  Both  talks  are  open  to  the  public.  There  is 
an  admission  fee  of  50  cents  per  person.
